It was thought st Arst that the subject
was one which would not require discussion,
but Dir. J. €. Boyd of the Monongaheln pres-
bytery, In his support of the committed's
recommendation, having branched olf onto
the mysteries of Infont sulvation and damun-
tlon, by way of analogous reasoning. It
brought Pro. John A. Wilson of the Alle-
gheny weminary to lis feet with an oppor-
tunity to oppose the report. Ur. Boyd had

Questlon of Preshyterinl Power,

The same committee's report contninesd a
decinton on the caune of contsntion between
the Towa and Illinols gsynoads over Monmouth
college nmintenance. It was made on the
guestlon put by members of the lowas
synod: “Whether it In in acoordance with
church law that one synod lnvite the pres-
byteries of another synod to take actinn
nulifying the action of thelr own synod.”
Sinee 1860 untll Iast year, under a com-
pact with the Ilinols synod, the lowa synod
had contributed townrd the maintepance of
Monmouth college. The lown preshyteries,

Wilson, wns filling the
land with divorced persons.  The law of
the church was the bible, and the Weat-
minlster Confession of Falth, and from his
poldt of view thelr position ngalnst re-
marriage of divorced persons wis unmis-
takable,

Still, in the opinion of Dr. W. H. McFar-
land of Muskingum, where the offender was
aruly  peaitent, he should be forgiven
and accorded the same sinndiog as others
of the elect., 1In the same veln Rev, Danlel
Hirrig of Delaware argucd us follows:

Did not David sln most Hagrantly in tho
matter of the wife of Urlab, the Hittite.
Yet God pardoued that sin, and our Lord,
in His human nature, was a descendant from
David's marriage with Urlah's wife. Are
we not told: YIf thy brother sin  against
thes and repent, thou shall forgive him not
only seven times, bul seventy Limoes seven.”
Agnin: *'If we confeas our sins He Is falth-
ful and just to forgive us our sins and to
clennse un from oll unrighteousnsss.'" Fur-
ther, "The blood of our Lord, Jesus Clrist,
cleanseth us  from all unrighteousness. '
Would not an oftender, upon repentance, be
forgiven ns David was?

Mot Eoesily Dikposed OF,

The formidable array
thorities and quotations contained in  Mr.
Harrls" argument was not without its of-
fect. Dr. Bamuel Martin of India arose to
propofe a compromise, but had to surrender
the Noor tempararily te an opponent of the
privilege of remarriage, His compromise,
when he got an opportunity of stating it
was for the privilege to be granted upon
sulliclent evidence of repentance, but Rev,
. H, Park of the Alléegheny presbytery and
Dir. Wilson had some strong contentlons left
among  thelr argumentative ammunition
against anything not setting its seal of dis-
approval unequivocally upon divorce,

Mr. Park offered as a substitute for the
committee’s report a denial point blank of
the question In the memorinl, Instead of an
affirmative answer, So [ar as David's sin
pnd  repentance were concerned, and God's
sttitwde toward him, Mr. Park recalled what
the prophet, Nathan, said to the penitent
king: “The sword shall not depart from
thy house forever.” Nor did the sword de-
part, snid the speaker, until the death of
Lhe Master on Calvary, and It has not yet
Inft the house of David, for the word {s
“nover," he rensoned further. The conse-
quence of the sin of Moses—the barring of
the grest Hebrew leader from the Promised
Lond—was also among the instances al-
ded to by Mr, Park In his efforl to show
:hat though the sinner may be forgiven, yet
o Is not saved from logleal consequences
af his transgression.

The substitute offered by Mr. Park was
sntertilned by a big vote and found a zeal-
pus advoeate in Dr. Wilson, He was some-
what cynleal In his views of sorrow for aln,
Sald he:

Let us look at a parallel case. A man is
4 bignmist, but he says he i8 “sorry,” and
the United Preshyterian church saya: It
15 all right; you can have your two wives."
Why, sorrow is one of the cheapest of
things. In our civd law no man without
clean hands can have any standing in court,
and surely in the low of the United Presby-
terlan chiurch we should be equnlly as strict,
Let us Insist upon clean hands.

When Dr. Martin found a chance to ex-
plain the compromise he hud desired he
replied to Dr. Wilson's sareastic doubls of
professed penitence by explaining that the
sesslons would be the judges of the peni-
tent's repentunce; and the sessions in turn
are subject to the presbyteries, the presby-
teries to the synoda, and finally all are sub
Jeet to the genernl assembly, It was not
B0 ensy Lo lmpose upon the chureh,

No Delivernnees Neoessary.

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waters snd ita opinion was that the linois
aynod was not blameworthy in thiz matter
But had acted in gooll falth, hut It recom-
mended greater carefulhess in such mat-
ters, and o study of the “‘things which
moke for peace.”

This manvper of peacemaking was far
from satisfactory to Rev, 8. E. Mariin of
the College Springs, la.. presbytery. He

saw the whole question of Preshyterian law
involved, and offered an amendment defin-
Ing the Jurlsdietlon of synoils, and the re-
latlons between presbyteries and synods, Its
ohject 18 to restrict the Jurisdiction of syn-
ods to thelr own boundaries. He would
have the clause in the Book of Govéramenl
and Church Discipline o declared,

The chalrman of the judiclary commlittee,
Dr. R. . Williamson of Troy. N. Y., natu-
rally came to the support of the committee's
mild method of disposing of the question.
In hia explanation of the general status of
things he sald the synod of lowa hwl come
into the territory of the synod of Illinols
to found and maintaln a college and when
it withdrew from the relations beiween the
Towa presbyteries and  Monmouth * college,
they were not in the least distarbed. “"Why
now hoave a dividing lne?" he asked; “'why
have one synold to remain on one side of the
river and the other on ita slde instead of
enjoying mutunl interest and co-operation?
The lIowa presbyteries have the same privi-
loge of supporting Monmouth college us the
1Mnois presbyteries have of supporting the
Tarklo college.®

He thought Mr. Marten's amendment, in-
stead of helping matters, woull really pro-
duce discord. Rev. R. E. Lackey of the
Cedar Rapids presbytery alego reasoned that
there should not be any sharp line of divi-
slon.

“lowa would always be debatable grouni
between the Moamouth and Tarkle col-
Irges," argued Dr. W. T. Campbell of Mon-
mouth. “The charter rights of Monmouth
college permit It to recvelve support [rom
other territory and also other ceclesigstical
bodles than the 1Hlooels synod.'

Hev, 1. B, Smith of Pawnee City con-
tended for the amendment. however, because
it was necessary to settle a question of
Presbyterian church government, in defin-
Ing the relationshlp between presbyteries
and synods.

The amendment was then put and was
carried by a vote of 103 to 44.

Immediately Dr. Campbell  wanted the
four lown presbyteries constifuted into a
separate synod, Dr, Spalding of Spokpne
then made a motion charging the College
Springs, 1a., preshytery with being
gullty of the Hame offense Imputed
to those of Cedar Raplds, Keokuk, Des
Moines and Le Clalre, in that it had sup-
ported Tarklo college for ten years, while
the lowa synod was pledged to the support of
Monmouth college. As the hour for the
noon recess had arrived, this motlon was
almply doclieted, Afterward Dr. Spalding
withdrew his motion.

I the Jodicinry Heport.

Many other subjects were embraced In the
judiciary committee's report, It  recom-
mended cutting up the present presbytery
of Egypt inte four and constituting them
the “Synod of the Nile.” This was agreed
Lo,

As to the temporary llcensing of students,
it recommended that temporary leensure
should not give the same liberty and au-
thority ns the regular leensure and it there-
fore urged the repesl of the actlon of the
assembly of 1885; also that no licenses
sbould be granted until the gtudent had
completed two veurs al the seminary, and
It left to the judgment of the presbyteries
the revoeation of the licenses whenever the
Heentinte was consldered objectionnble.
These recommendations were all agreed

by the assemhbly.

The Hock Island memorinl negking for
modification of the Hoak of Government and
Digelpline in regard to admisglon of church
members was, In accordance with the com-
mittee's report, referred to Drs, Grier, Me-
Gill nud Witherspoon,

In the ease of the complaint of ©. 1%
Moredith againet the synod of lowa, whose
cause was that In giving him a letter of
dsmission the synod omitted to state that
e was an elder and refused afterward to
amend the letter, the committee advised
dismissal of the complaint “as It was based
upon o mere technleality,” but @t alse
added an Interpretution of the law of the
church on such an elder's status—he still
remalps an elder, but 18 not o member of
any seasion unlesa duly  eleected and in-
stalled. On D W, T. Melov's motion this
whole matter was referred to o commisaion
of Len,

Waork of Women's Board.

For the safternoon the work done by the
women's auxiliary branch of the church and
the report of the commitiee on the tobacco
overture were the speciul orders.

The report of the committee on the
women's board gave It great praise for iis
gonl  and  success, Notwithstanding the
fMouancinl stringoncy of the last yeur, the
women's board dishursed $66.4986.16, a bal.
ance  of S6,422.91  remaining in  the
treasury. 1t BUpporis in the for-
clgn field thirty -seven missionary
woinen at o cost of $190,100. Ths medical
work had been very encouraging. In India
the two physicians had treated 16,181 pa-
tlenis. In Egypt the time of the two phy-
sivlans there had been largely taken up in
noguiring the language; still they had man-
eged belween lessons to treat 1,664 patients

In the home field the board had assisted
in every department of church work. It
has ten laborers scattered over five states,
which Includes the misslonaries among the
Indisns and the female misslonaries. Be-
sides helplng the board of ministerial re-
lief it had supported filtesn teachers among
the colored freedmen, and bad also nided
the church extension work te the amoupt of
over $10,00 to euable needy congregations
lo procure parsonnges.

A healthy growth of membership was
rocorded. The 4% missionary socleties had
o total membership of 23,846,

The committee Uherefore very
commended the women's board,

She was followed by Mrs. Reld, who told
a story of the experiences of a nurse en-
gaged In the Christinn commission work
durlig the elvil war to Hustrate the suc-
cese which must attend the missloniry work,
The most effective work, she sald, is being
done by the women of the church getting
into the homes of the superstitious heathen.
The number of single women engaged In
mission work in the foreign field has wreatly
fnecrensed.  Desides  ministering  to souls
thelwlabors included relief for the sick.

Pry for Medienl Misslonnries,

Discussion ensued of the plan of reim-
bursement for the female medical mission-
aries, which it
wowmen's board to look after, Dr. W. W.
Barr, corresponding sceretary of the forelgn
board, hat a pumber of letters showing that
other denominntions did not pay higher sal-
aries 10 medien]l than other missionaries,
The efféct mighl be to chuse a general de-
mund for a ralse of salary by all the for-
elgn misslounry workers.,

In roply to this Dr. Martin of Indin de-
soribed the pecullar necessities of medical
workerg in the foreign field, and Mrs. Reid
reminded the assembly that the medical
missionnries hnd gone to great expense o
puquire n proper education. She also said
that a8 the work Is belng attended to by the

of securing moedical missionaries at all was
omphasized by both Dr. Martin and Mrs.
Held, Three very hmportant items, sald Dr.,

coat of preparation for a medical carver, the
oxposure and hardships suffered, and finally,
the shortening of thelr life. Drs. Turnbull,
W. T. Meloy and Witherspoon all favered
lenving the matter with the women, They
had raised the money, said Dr. Meloy, and
certalnly oueh: to have the disbursement
of it; and they had demonstrated wonderful
financial capavity.

But Dr. Audrew Walzon of Egypt argued
that If it were right to reimburse one class
of mission workers, it should also, as a
matter of principle, conglder the extra ex-
penses of another. Por example, he found
Cafro an expeénsive place to lve in,

The result of all the discuszion was the
adoption of the committes’s recommendation
to leave this financial detall solely to the
women's bhoard.

Dinposing of Tohacco,

After the matter was disposed of the re-
port of the special committee on the tobacco
question was read, It callsd attention to
the action of the general assembly of 1888,
exhorting ministers and leentlates addicted
to the use of tobacco to abandon it, nlso
to that of the 1860 asgembly, admonishing
rullng elders to consider Lthe effect of their
example and ealling upon pastors and ses-
slons generally to urge upon members the
propriety of abstinence, Accordingly It sub-
mitted the following resolutions, contain-
taining the questions to be submitted to the
vote of the presbyteries:

Resolved that the followlng be  handed
down to the presbyteries in overture:

Shall there be added to part I, chapter
11 of our Book of Government, a section to
be numbered 8 und to be as follows

“The use of tobacco is sinful and there-

fore inconsisient with the Christian pro-
fession.'”
Shall there be added to part 11, chap-

ter VII, article 2, gection 1, of the Book of
Government, the followlng:

“Because the use of tobacco ls especially
obnoxious in oficers of the chureh no one
shall be ordained to elther of these offices
who will not promise to abstain from the
use of tobacco.'

Shall there be added to part II, chapter
V, section 2 of the Hook of Government
the following:

“No student of theology shall be admitied
to Heensure or ordalned (o preach the goa-
pel of Jesus Christ unless he promises Lo
refruin from the use of tobaveo,”

Another debate was started by Dr. Samuel
Collins of the Kiskiminetus preshytery. nsk-
ing for the word "hobitual™ to be piaced
before the word “use'” in the first question,
Dr. MeFarland humorously recollected that
once he was a shepherd boy himself and
had to dip sheep in & tobacco bath and
that, of course, was “‘habitunl.”” Dr. R. D,
Willinmson was well along in a speech in
which he was opposing the whole idea of
moking rules on this subject and was say-
Iing, "You might legislate on this guestion
until doomsday. If the elders want to use
tobacito—" when Moderator Ferguson called
him to order, ruling that the discussion
would have to be limited 1o whether the
word “habltual” should be lnserted or not,
When Dr. Willlamson sat down, cries of
"Question!” came from all directions,

Hoeynlired a Two-Thirds Vote,

The prinetpal clerk, Dr. W. J. Reid, re-
minded the delegates that o send down
questions in overture reguired a two-thirds
vote. The moderstor wanted the authority
on that polat, so Dr. Reld read from the
records the action of the genersl assembly
of 1870 eatablishing this rule,

The first of the three questions was then
put to & vote and was lost, Tho vote was
86 to 48. It needed only four more affirma-
tive volgs.

When the second of the questions was

put It was found that it went through
all right by & vote of 131 to 24. A vote
on the third followed immediately. It

stood 137 to 14. The friends of tobacco had
been growing less. At once Rev. Thomas
M. Chalmers of Chicago moved o reconsid-
eration of the vote by which the first of the
questions was lost, and Dr. Buchanan gave
it his hearty second, but as ebjection was
radsed to Mr. Chalmers' motion on the
ground that he had voted with the majority
and under the two-thirds rule the majority
lost, Dr. MeDowell moved a reconsideration.
Just how DLr. McDowell had voted was
known best to himself, but it was generally
assumed that he must have voted agalnst
the firet of the questions. Anyway, his mo-
tion to reconsider was put and easily car-
ried and then, when the guestion was put
to & second wvete, It recelved 120 votes In
Its favor. Ouly thirty-nine delegates stood
up against it All the voles had been rising
ones, and some of the opponents of the re-
port grew thmid toward -the lust and failed
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to get up on their feet. The announce-
ment of the result of this last vole was
recelved with loud clapping of hands.

There was some further pulling and haul-
ing of the matter before a final vote on
the report as n whole was taken. Rlder
Robert Crawford of New York—he who read
the Erskine poem on tebacce the day pre-
vious—sald, “worse sins hod been committed
by the aszsembly than the use of tobaceo.”
He accused the assembly of “‘narrow-
mindedness,"” .

The Des Moines plan for niding, in the
shupe of five-year noti-interest bearing loans,
young men preparing for the ministry (notes
to bear 6 per cent affer maturing until paidy
was voted down as the matter had already
been covered by assembly action.

A report was dextaeead from the commit-
tee on Sabbath schools, Reve. W. A. Spald-
ing, J. T, Adams and 8. P. Barackman. With
regret it had to record that the growth of
the Sabbath schools had not kept pace with
the churech, While the enrollment Is 115,19,
the average attendance is only 72,275, The
loyal army plan of marking or grading
scholars had not worked successfully, The
committee recommended more zeal in Sab-
bath school work. Rev. J. C. Boyd of Pitts-
burg followed with an argument dwelling
upon the lmportance of this branch of work,
No further action was taken at the time,
the time for the speciul order of the even-
ing having arrived.

Work of the Young People,

The report of Dr. . F. McGil of Alles
gheny, Pa,, the general secretary of young
people’'s work, consumed the rest of the
ovening. "One of the great Influences mak-
ing the United Presbyterlan church a pray-
ing, working and giving church, is the
Young People's Christian union of this de-
nomination,'" sald Dr. McGill, He eluborated
upon its general effect on the denomination.

The speaker told of some of the difiicul-
tieg that had attended Lhe
transportation In particular, for the annual
convention to be held at Saratoga, N. Y.,
in August. He had secured rates of about
1 cent a mile, A plan for the convention
had already been placed in the hands of the
aasembly for Its approvual. The general
committee has extended invitations to the
young people of the Reformed Presbyterian
synod, the Glassls of the Hollund Reformed
ehurch and the synod of the Assoclnte
church to participate in the convention.

After Dr, MeGill finished Dr, T. B, Turn-
bull and Rev. W. 8§ MeEachron enumerated
the advantages offered by SBaratoga for the
convention.
